THE PREFACE. 


Here was neuer any thing b 
the wit of man ſo well 
led, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, 
© which in cominuance of 
time hath not beene corrupe 
ted, as (among other things) 
it may plainely appeare by 
the Common prayers in the 
” Church, commonly called, 
Diume Seruice. The firſt ori- 
of ginall and ground whereof, 

ita man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he 
finde that the ſame was not ordained, but ot a good pur- 
ſe,and for a great aduancement of godlineſle, For they 
d ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible (or the 
greateſt part thereof ) ſhould bee read ouer once every 
eere, intending thereby that the Clergie, and eſpecially 
ch as were winiſters of the Congregation, ſhould (by 
often reading and med. tation of Gods word) be ſtirred vp 
to godlineſle themſelues, and bet more able to exhort o- 
thers by wholeſome doarine, and to conſute them that 
were aduerſaries to the trueth. And further, that the peo- 

e by daily hearing of holy Scripture read inthe Church, 

d continually profit more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and be _ more inflamed with the — — 
his true religion, But theſe many yeeres g 
ly and decent order of the ancient Fathers bath lo al- 
tered, broken, and neglected, by planting in vncertaine 
ſtories, legends, ver 
— Bible wa begun, 

e ible was begu Chap 
ters were read out, all the reſt were vnrtad. And in this 
ſort the book of Elay was begun in Aduent,andthe booke 
of Genelis in efima : bur they were onely begun, 
and neuer read thorow, After like fort were other bookes 
of holy Scripture vied, Aud moreover , whereas S. Paul 
would haue ſuch langnage to the people in the 
Church, as they might vnderſtand,z — — by hea- 
ring the ſame : the Seruice in this Church of Bngland 
( theſe many yeeres) hath beene read in Latine tothe peo- 
ple, which they vnderſtand not : fo that they haue heard 
with their eares onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and minde 
haue not beene ediſied thereby. 

And furthermore normihſianding ha the ancient Fa- 
hers haue diuidedthe P ſalmes into portions, where» 
of one was called a Nefwrn: : now of late time a 
few of them haue beene dayly ſaid, and oſtentepeated and 
the reſt vtterly omitted. 

M oreouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules called 
the Pye, and the manifold changings of theSeruice, was 
the cauſe,that tuturnethe booke onely, was ſo hard and 
intricate a matter, that many times there was mere buſi 
nefle to find out what ſhouldbe read,then to read it when 
ie was found out, Thee inconueniences therefore cunfi- 
dered, heere is ſet ſoorth ſuch an order whereby the ſame 
hall be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, here 
isdrawne out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plaine 
and eaſie to be vnderſtood , wherein ( ſo much as - 4 be) 
the reading ef holy Scriptures is ſo iet forth that all things 
hal be done in order, without breaking one piece thert of 
from another. For this cauſe be cut oft Anthems, Reſponds, 
Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did breake the conti- 
nuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture. Yer, becauſe 
there is no remedy , but that of neceflity there muſt bee 
lome rules: therelore certaine rules are heere for ſoorth 
which as they bee ſew in number, ſo they bee plaine and

Some are put away. becauſe the great exceſle and

Fur thermoze,the moſt weighty cauſe ofthe abolift: » 
ment ot certaine Ceremonics was.that they were lo 
karre abulcd, partlp by the ſuperſtitious blindereſſc 
of the rude and vnlearnen, and partly by the vnſgs 
tiable auariccof luch as longht mote their owne 
lucre, then the glozy of God, that the abules coula 
nat well bee taken awap, the thing remaining (iiil, 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which pcra2- 
u nture will bee oſtended. foz that (ome of the old 
Ceremonies are reteined ſtill: if they conſider that 
wit baut lome Ceremonies, it is not podlible to keepe 
any 02der, 02 quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 
ſhall eaſily perceiue iuſt cauſe toreforme their iudge⸗ 
ments. And if they thinke much that any of the old 
doe remaine, and would rather haue al deuiſed ancw:

declared vnto vs, aſwell by Gods word, as by 
the holy Sacrament of his bleſſed body and 
blood. The which being ſo comfortable a 
thing to them which receiue it worthily, and 
ſo dangerous to them that will preſume to 
receiue it ynworthily : my duety is to exhort 
you to conſider the dignitie of the holy my- 
ſtery, and the great perill of the vnworthy 
receiuing thereof, and to ſearch and exa- 
mine your ovvne conſciences, as you ſhould 
come holy and cleane to a moſt godly and 
heauenly feaſt , ſo that in no wiſe you come 
but in the mariage garment requiredof God 
in holy Scripture , and fo come and be recei- 
ued , as worthy partakers of ſuch an heauen- 
Iy Table. The way and meanes thereto, is : 
Firſt, to examine your liues and conuerſati- 
on by the rule of Gods Commandements, 
and whicrein ſoeuer yee (hail perceive your 
ſelues to haue offended, either by will, word, 
or deed, there bewaile your owne ſinnefull 
Lives , and confeſſe your (clues to Almightie 
God, with full purpoſe of amendment of 
life. And if yee ſhall perceiue your offences 
to be ſuch as be not onely againſt God, but 
alſo againſt your neighbours : then ye ſhall 
reconcile your ſelues ynto them, ready to 
make reſtitution and ſatisfaCtion , according 
to the vttermoſt of your powers, forall in- 
zurics and wrongs done by you to any other, 
and likewiſe. being ready to forgiue other 
that haue offended you, as you would haue 
forgiueneſſe of your offences at Gods hand: 
For otherwiſe the receiuing of the holy 
Communion , doeth nothing elſe but in- 
creaſe your damnation. And becauſe it is 
requiſite that no men ſkʒould come to the 
hoh Communion , but with a full cruſt in 
Gods mercy , and with a quiet conſcience: 
thercfore if there be any of you, which by 
the mcanes aforeſaid, cannot quiet his owne 
conſcience , but requireth further comfort 
or counſell, then let him come to mee, or 
ſome other diſcreete and learned Miniſter 
of Gods word, and open his griefe, that hee 


may receiue ſuch ghoſtly counſell, aduice; 


and comfort, as lus conſcience may bee re- 
lieued, and that by the miniſtery of Gods 
word hee may receiue comfort, and the be- 
nefit of abſolution, to the quieting of his 
couſcience , and auoyding ot all ſcruple and 
doubtſulneſſe. | 
qT hen ſhall the Pricſt ſry this exhortation. 
123 beloued in the Lord, yee that 
minde to come to the holy Communi- 
on of the body and blood of our Sauiour 
Chriſt, muſt conſider what S. Paul writeth 
to the Corinthians, how hee exhorteth all 
perſons diligently to try and examine them- 
ſelues, before they preſume to eate of that 
bread, and drinke of that cup. For as the be- 
nefite is great, if with a true penitent heart 
and lively faith wee receiue that holy Sacra- 
ment: (For then we ſpiritually eate the fleſſi 
of Chriſt, and drinke his blood, then wee 
dwell in Chriſt, and Chriſt in vs, we bee one 
with Chriſt, and Chriſt with vs : ) So is the 
danger great, if wee receiue the ſame vnyyor- 
thily. For then wee bee guilty of the body 
and blood of Chriſt our Sauiour , wee cate 
and drink: our owne damnation , not con- 
ſidering the Lords body. Wee kindle Gods 
wrath againſt vs: we prouoke him to plague 
vs with diuers diſcaſes, and ſundry kindes of 
death. Therefore if any of you be a blaſphe- 
mer of God, an hinderer or ſlanderer of his 
word, an adulterer, or be in malice, or enuie, 
or in any other grieuous crime, bewatle your 
ſinnes, and come not to this holy Table, [eſt 
after tlie taking of that holy Sacrament, tlie 
deuill enter into you, as hee entred into Iu- 
das, and fill you full of all iniquities, and 
bring you to deſtruction both of body and 
ſoule. Tudge therefore your ſelues ( bre- 
thren) that yee be not iudged of the Lord. 
Repent you truely for your ſinnes paſt: haue 
a linely and ſtedfaſt faith in Chriſt our Sa- 
uiour. Amend your liues, and bee inperfe& 
charity with all men, ſo ſhall yee bee meete 
partakers of thoſe holy myſteries. And a- 
boue all things, yee muſt giue moſt humble 
and hearty thankes to God the Father, the 
Sonne, and the holy Ghoſt, for the redemp- 
tion of the world, by the death and paſſion 
of our Sauiour Chriſt, both God and man, 
who did humble himſelfe euen to the death 
vpon the Croſſe for vs miſerable ſinners, 
which lay in darkneſſe and ſhadow of death, 
that hee might make vs the children of God, 
and exalt vs to euerlaſting life.

The miniſtration of Baptiſme to bee 
vſed in the Church.

T dpptareth by ancient writers , that the Sacrament of Baptiſme in the old time was not commonly 
miniſtred, but at two times inthe yeere : At Eaſter and Whitſuntide, At which times it was openly mi- 


niſtred in the preſence of all the Congregation. Whuh cuſtome mw being growen out of vſe ( «libough 
It cannot for many conſiderations be well reſtored againe ) it is thought good to follow the ſame , as neere 
as conueniently may be, I herefore the people are to bee admonifhed, that it is moſt connenien, that Bap- 
tiſine ſhould nit bee miniſtred but vpon Snudayes and other Holy dayes, when the moſt number of peo- 
_ ple may come together, as well for that the cangregation there preſent may teſtifie the receining of them 
that bee newly baptized into the number of Chriſts Church, as alſo becauſe in the Baptiſmeof Iufants, 
exery man freſent may bee put in remembrance of his owne profeſſion made to God in baptiſme, For 
which cauſe alſo it s expedient that Baptiſme bee miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue. Neuertheleſſe ( if 
neceſſitie ſo required) children mayat all times be baptized at home. 


hen there are childrento be baptized vpon the 
Sunday or Holy day , the parents ſball give 
knon ledge ouer night, or in the Morning before 
the beginning of A vuing prayer, to the Curate. 
And then the Godfathers, Godot hers and peo- 
ple, with the children, muſt bee ready at the 
Font, either immediatly after the laft Leſſon at 
Morning prayer, or elſẽ immediat ly after the 
laſt Leſſon at Etenin? frayer, 4s the Curate by 
his diſcretion ſhall appon.

By our reioycing which 
I have in Chriſt Ieſus our Lord, I die dayly. 
That I haue fought with beaſts at Epheſus 
after the maner of men, what aduantageth ic 
me, if the dead riſe not againe ? Let vs eate 
and drinke, for tomorrow we (hall die. Be 
not yee decejued , euill words corrupt good 
maners. Awake truly out of ſleepe, and ſinne 
not. For ſome haue not the knowledge of 
God. I ſpeake this to your ſhame. But (ome 
man will (ay, Ho ariſe the dead? With what 
body ſhall they come? Thou foole, that 
which thou ſoweſt, is not quickened except it 
die. And what (oweſt thou? thou ſowelt not 
that body that fhall bee, but bare corne, as of 
Wheate or ſome other: But God giueth it a 
body at his pleaſure, to every ſeede his owne 
body.

And as wee haue borne the image 
of the earthy, ſothall we beate the image of 
the heauenly. This (y I, brethren, ih t tle 
and blood cannot inherite che kingdom of 
God, neither doth coriuption innerite in- 
corruption. Behold, I jew you a myſlery. 
Wee hall not all ſlee pe, but wee {hall all bee 


changed, and that in a moment, inthe evviaks 
ling of an eye, by the laſttcumpe. For the 
trumpe ſhall blove, and the dead ſhall riſe in- 
corruptible, and we ſhallbe changed: for thus 
corruptible muſt put on incorruption, and 
this mortall mult put on immortality, When 
this corroptible hath put on incorruption, 
and this mortall hath put on immortalitie, 
then ſhall bee brought to paſſe the ſaying that 
is written, Death is ſwallowed vp into victo 
rie: Death where is thy tting?
